REMARKS /ARGUMENTS /INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

In this application, an amendment was filed in response to the 
Final Rejection dated March 12(, 2003. Subsequently, an interview 
by telephone was conducted with the Examiner on July 31, 2003. 
At the interview, the Examiner stated that the rejections under 
35 U.S.C. 112 had been overcome by the After-Final response. 
Accordingly, it is requested that the After-Final response be 
entered prior to the entry of the present amendment. 

At the interview, the Examiner stated that, in spite of the 
argument presented in the After- Final response, he still believes 
that it is obvious to modify the display of Pasco (US 4,323, 951) 
by replacing the translucent characters 16 with the LCD of Ogura 

(US 5, 915, 822) . 

it was pointed out to the Examiner that in Ogura, Fig. 3, the LCD 
is located behind the plane of the dial plate 18, this being 
contrary to the claimed subject matter wherein the front surface 
of the liquid crystal screen is in the same plane as the front 
surface of the optical waveguide (claim 1) , and contrary to the 
claimed subject matter wherein the front surface of the display 
is in the same plane as the front surface of the dial assembly 
(claim 16) . it was pointed out that, in Ogura Fig. 3 and Fig. 7, 
the region at elements 26 and 28 forms a recess in the front 
surface, which recess is necessary to conduct the light from the 
single source 12 to the location behind the LCD, thereby to 
illuminate the LCD from behind. This .construction in Ogura is 
contrary to the claimed subject matter which calls for a 
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view of tHe inclusion of its subject matter in the independent 
claims. 

in the event there are further Issues remaining the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to telephone attorney to reach agreement 
to expedite issuance of this application. 

Applicants respectfully request that a timely Notice of Allowance 
be issued in this case. 

Since the present claims set forth the present invention 
patentably and distinctly, and are not taught by the cited art 
either taken alone or in combination, this amendment is believed 
to place this case in condition for allowance and the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to reconsider the matter, enter this 
amendment, and to allow all of the .claims in this case.
